The food elements contained in some 
of these articles are about equally di- 
vided, so they may anpear under two 
headings. They are classified,” how- 
ever, according to the elements that 
predominate in them. 

Corn, wheat and rice are the best 
sources of carbohydrates. . These sta- 
ple foods are cheap and abundant the 
year round. Ordinary wheat can be 
purchased around $1 per bushel, and 
it is rich in starch, sugar and protein. 
and it contains all of these elements 
in about the proportion. the human 
body needs them. It is not at all nec- 
essary to have wheat ground into flour. 
separated, bolted and rebolted until it 
contains nothing but a pure wheat 
starch. with nearly all of its best life 
giving elements removed. -then made 
into bread by a fermenting process 
and the bread sold at 5 .cents a joaf. 
The same 5 cents would buy nearly a 
pint of wheat. A pint of plain wheat 
botled for two or three hours until the 
grains burst open will make about one 
quart. which would supply enough of 
the carbohydrate and protein elements 


‘to ‘sustain the average laboring man 


for two days. This is the best form 
in which any grain can be taken, not 
only the best food, but the most deli- 
cious to the taste,

It would scem. that the greatest serv- 


ice congress could confer upon the na- 
tion would he to go into a searching 
inquiry in regard to “‘what are true 
foods" and then instruct the public 
how these foods should be used. The 
present agitation about the high cost 
of living assumes that all-of the foods 
eaten by the American people are the 
things they should eat, the things that 
are best for them. 

Man has made as many mistakes in 
Selecting his food a8 he has.made in 
selecting other things, such as whisky, 
tobacco, merphine, cocaine and the 
numerous articles that have levied 
their toll upen the human family for 
ages past. It would be a great step 
forward if our American congress, in- 
stead of making war upon a few busi-: 


ness combinations for advancing the 


price of food by withholding it from 
the market, could advise the nation 
what the best foods are’ and how to 
subsist upon them in the best and 
most economical way. 

Health is the nation’s greatest bless- 
ing as well as her greatest asset, and 
food is the greatest factor in health; 
therefore it seems that the food ques- 
tion should be considered by our na- 
tional cengress frem all sides. It 
seems that the federal government 
through its various bureaus of. public- 
ity should make it known to the peo- 
ple in genera] that there were about 

2,250,000,000 gallons of wine, liquor and 
beer consumed in the United States 
last year: also that there were. about 
1,100.000.000 pounds of tobacco _¢on- 


sumed in this country within the same | 


period of time. It seems the people 
should be told, or educated, rather, that. 
these vast quantities of alcoholic 
liquors and narcotic tobaccos are in- 
jurious to the health; that they reduce 
the menta) and physical capacities of 
men and therefore reduce the strength 
and power of the government itself.
